Addendum to Setting up Microsoft Mail for use in Local Area Networks 


If you need Outlook 2003 to function on Microsoft Mail with a Work Group Post Office, Outlook 97 
from the Microsoft Office 97 CD needs to be installed. 


After setting up and checking to see if you can send and receive e-mails, you need the files 
MSFSMENU.ECF and MSFPROP.ECF BUT you cannot extract them from Outlook 97 you need 
to extract them from Outlook 2000 (to ensure compatibility with Office 2003) and store them ina 
temporary folder. Now you can set up MS Office 2003. 


After installing MS Office 2003 and activating it using the telephone number 0800 018 8364 you 
can now open up Outlook. 


When you open Outlook 2003 you get this message.

Now you need to find MSFSMENU.ECF and MSFSPROP.ECF within windows XP. 


The above files are normally stored in C:\Program Files\Microsoft Office\OFFICE 11\ADDINS 
Open the ADDINS folder and paste them in there. 
Next time you open Outlook the file add-in message will not be there and communication is now 


available between Windows 98 with a parallel port scanner and Windows XP that can send the 
images to print.
